In accordance with law there is herewith transmitted a report of the 
operations of this depeurtment during the fiscal year ending January 
31. 1909. 

While the remittitur of the proceedings and decree of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, was filed in the Office of the Clerk of Quarter 
Sessions Court, on the 6th day of December 1907, whereby the City 
of Allegheny became annexed to the City of Pittsburgh, under an arrange- 
'' ment between Mayor Guthrie and Controller Larkin of Pittsburgh, and 
Mayor Kirschler and Controller Brown of Allegheny, the actual fiscal 
consolidation of the two cities was not treated as taking place until the ficft 
day of February, 1 908. This arrangement was made that each city 
might pay from its appropriations the expense of its gDvemment for the 
remainder of the fiscal year. 

In doing this it was discovered that the City of Allegheny bad no 
funds available for the payment of its warrants for cunent expeosiis. and 
Mi^or Guthrie and Controller Larkin directed the Treasurer of Pittsburgh 
to pay them from the funds in his hands and carry them until ^ money 
for their pasrment could be raised, either by direct taxation on the Gky of 
Allegheny, or from separate indebtedness bonds to be issued by the Con- 
solidated Gty, from the proceeds of which bonds this loan could be paid to 
the f omier Qty of Pittsburgh.

Of these amounts $463,000 of the floating debt of Allegheny and 
$614,000 (^ that of Pittsburgh were funded at Four and one half 
(4 ^%) per cent., and it is understood that $275,900 of the remainder 
of Allegheny*s floating debt, as stated above, or so much thereof, as is 
necessary, shall be funded in the near future. 

To provide for the payment of this indebtedness from Revenues other 
than those arising from direct taxation, Allegheny reported:

As the Revenue from Delinquent Taxes will soon be exhausted an 
increase in the separate indebtedness tax is inevitable. 

To settle that phase of the separate debt arismg from street and sewer 

improvements and assessments against the City for street openings it was 

decided after consultation with the legal department to take the date of the 
award of the contract in the former case, and the date of the approval of 

the ordinance in the latter one, as being fair to all sections. 

On the 1 6th day of May, 1 908, the Allegheny National Bank, one 

of the Gty Depositories closed its doors and went into the hands of a 

Receiver. There was $1,546,953 34 of Gty moneys on deposit at the

time. Immediately after the failure the bond of the sureties of the Bank 
amounting to $500»000 was sent to the Gty Solicitor with instructions to 
take judgment and issue executions, which was promptly done. After-* 
wards under an arrangement made by Mayor George W. Guthrie, the 
sureties having placed certain securities (listed in the body of this report) as 
cdlateral with the Fiddity Tide and Trust Company as Trustee, the 
execution was stayed. During the year the Receiver paid forty (40%) 
per cent, of the claim and up to the time of printing this report 1 3 % more, 
and it is expected that the remaining assets will realize sufficient money to 
enable him to discharge at least ninety (90%) per cent, of the Bank's in- 
debtedness, thus leaving but ten (10%) per cent, unpaid for which the 
City has ample security. 

On or about the close of the fiscal year, suit was instituted ageunst the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company for $833,834 69, claimed by the City as 
due under the franchise ordinances granting the underlying companies the 
right of way. These claims go back to 1 90 1 . The Company has so far 
admitted its liability to this claim, that it has paid into the City Treasury 
during the present fiscal year the sum of $6,230 monthly. The amount 
of the claim and not the right of the City is in dispute. No suit has yet 
been entered by the City for amount claimed for 1 909. 

In the matter of the suits of the Point Bridge Company and the 
Monongahela Bridge Company against the Pittsburgh Railways Company, 
the follovring communication from Charles K. Robinson Elsq., of Counsel 
for the City wiU show the status of the case: —

In response to your request I desire to give you the foDowing state- 
ment with reference to the claims and suits of the Point Bridge Company 
and the Monongahela Bridge Company against the Pittsburgh Railways 
Oxnpany for the use of the bridges owned by these companies for the 
operation of street passenger cars. 

In the case of the Point Bridge Company, the Court of Commcm 
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Pleai No. Two of Allegheny Connty in 1 892, at No. 1 1 3 April Term, 
1892, entered a decree against the Pittsburgh and West End Passenger 
Railway Company compelling that Company to pay the Bridge Company 
the sum o( $8,000 00 per year (or the use of the bridge, and this 
decree was to contitiue fo^ a period of five yearsi This amount was paid 
for about three and one^half ytars and then the City having purchased 
the stock of the Bridge Company the Railways Company refused to pay 
any further tolls. 

An action at law was brought by the City at No. 3 1 8 March Term, 
1 898 in Court No. One for the recovery of the tolls provided for in the 
decree for the balance of the five years, which suit is still pending. 

In 1907 the City filed a petition in the original case at No. 1 1 3 
April Term, 1892, asking the Court to fix a compensation for the use of 
the bridge up to present time, this the lower Court did allowing $8,000 
00 a year up to November 12, 1907, and from that date fixing a rate of 
five cents per trip for each single car, which would make the rate about 
$20,000 00 a year. An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court and 
the decree of the lower Court was refused solely on the ground that a 
Court of Elquity did not have jurisdiction in such a case and that the decree 
made in 1 892 was no longer effective and covAd not be kept alive by a 
petition. The Bridgife Company shortly after the decree of the Supreme 
Court held a meeting and fixed the following rates of toll: 

$8,000 00 per year for five years ftcmi November 12, td97 to 

November 12, 1902; 

$10*000 00 per year for five years from November 12, 1902 to 
November 12, 1907; 

$12,000 00 per year for the next two years; and suit was accord* 
in^y brought by the Point Bridge Company against the Pittsburgh Rail-* 
ways Company at No. 142 May Term, 1909, for the sum of $99|722 
25 with bteresk ai fdlows: 
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On $40,000 00 from November 12. 1897 to November 12, 1902; 
with interest on monthly installment of $666 66 falling due at the escpir- 
ation of each month during the said period; on the sum of $30,000 00 for 
the period from November 12, 1907 until November 12, 1907, less the 
charge from May 28, 1904 until December 7, 1904 being 65^ months, 
with interest upon the monthly installments during said period of $833 33> 
abo the sum of $1 5,000 00 from the 1 2th day of November 1907 until 
the 1 2th day of February 1 909, with interest upon quarterly installments 
of $3,000 00 upon the expiration of each quarter during the said period. 

A similar suit was brought at No. 1 43 May Term, 1 909, against the 
Pittsburgh and West End Passenger Railway G>mpany, the corporation 
which possesses the only franchise which enables its cars to use the said 
bridge, and of course a recovery in either suit will bar recovery in the 
second. 

In the case of the Monongahda Bridge Company compensation is ad- 
justed with the Gty Axader a contract as to the cars of the old Pittsburgh 
and Birmingham Traction Company upon a basis of charge of not less than 
$ 1 7,000 00 per year. As to the remaining cars suit was brought at No. 
394 May Term. 1 909, against the Pittsburgh Railways Company for 
$95,000 00 with interest as follows: 

On $15,000 00 from January 1st, 1905. 

On $15,000 00 from January 1st, 1906. 

On $20,000 00 from January Ist, 1907. 

On $20,000 00 from January Ist, 1908. 

On $ 6,250 00 from April 1st, 1908. 

On $ 6,250 00 from June 1st, 1908. 

On $ 6,250 00 from October 1 st, 1 908. 
On the balance $6,250 00 from January 1st, 1909. 

These cases will be put at issue as soon as possible and will probably 
be reached for trial ifi about a year 6t eighteen months.

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In the appeal of the Pennsylvania Company, et al, asking the Court 
to detennine whether the Gty since the annexation of Allegheny to it can 
assess a tax on railroad properties situated in Allegheny outside their rights 
of way, which prior to annexation were exempt in Allegheny, where the 
tax as assessed is to be used in payment of bonded and floating indebted- 
ness of Allegheny created before the annexation, the Court below decided 
that Councils, "acted within the scope of their authority in taxing die raiL 
road properties,** for such indebtedness. This case was appealed and will 
be argued sometime next fall. 

In the suit instituted by the City to recover from the Pittsburgh Rail- 
ways Company the license fee of One Hundred ($ 1 00) Dollars for each 
car run over the streets of the City, the Court decided, "that the powers of 
the City to assess the property of street railway companies, under the Act 
of 1 90 1 , has been exhaustively considered in the case of the Pittsburgh 
Railway Company, vs. Pittsburgh, reported in 2 1 1 , Pa. St. Reports, page 
479, and it would be a waste of time to go into a discussion of the 
meaning of the Act in this case. It is sufficient to say, that an attempt to 
levy a tax upon the cars of the Street Railway Company is as much an 
assessment of property as an attempt to levy a tax upon its tracks. 

If anjrthing was determined by the decision in the Railways Company 
vs. Pittsburgh, supra, it was that the municipality has no power to assess 
the property of the Street Railway Company, and cartamly the cars of the 
Company are a part of its property.** 

The bonded Debt at the close of the last fiscal year was 
$32,496,247 87 During the year bonds to the amount $4,05 1 ,275 00 

were issued, to which amount was added, (at the date of its annexation) 

the bonded debt of Beechwood Borough amounting to $ 1 9,000 00 

making an aggregate of $36,566,522 87. 
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During the year, there matured and were paid, bonds to the amount 
cl $389,463 00 thus leaving the gross bonded debt $33,977,039 87, 
at the close of the year. 

There remain unsold of loans authorized during the year $1,034, 
000 00, these latter are Filtration Loan 1904, $333,000 00 and 
Filtration Loan of 1908, $301,000 00 These must be issued during 
the coming year as the amounts will be required for the payment of work 
already under way. 

The issue of $4,430,000 00 additional bonds was authorised at the 
general election held last November and without question these bonds will 
be issued during the next fiscal year. The bonds ' outstanding and those 
remaining to be issued aggregate $41,41 1,039 87. 

The Sinking Fund Commissions reported that they held as investment 
bonds of the City to the amount of $9,673,076 14 and have $833,207 
38 in moneys in the Treasury. In arriving at the Net Debt, the securities 
held by the Commission are all that can be legally deducted from the 
gross debt. 

We are confronted with the absolute necessity of heavy issues for free 
bridges over the Allegheny River, and for the Installation of sewage dis- 
posal plants, now required of us by die State Board of Health. In the 
latter case preliminary steps have been taken to ascertain the best m^od 
to be adopted and the probable cost. 

The resort to this method of meeting Municipal Expenses should be 

exercised sparingly; for though it does for the time relieve the burden of 

taxation, the relief is temporary and the fixed charges (interest and Sinking 

funds) are increased for many years in the future. It is well to remember 

that for each $1 ,000,000 of bonds issued $79,000 is added to the budget 

(or the life of the bond. 
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The Sinking Fund and interest charges at present amount to 
$3,078,063 00. To meet this charge, five and three tenths (5 3/10) 
mills, would be required, if it had to be raised by direct taxation. 
A forward step has been taken in the preparation of the appropriation or- 
dinances for the next fiscal year one which moro neafb^ compH^ 

with the Act oi 1901, than that of any previous y^ar and one which more 
nearly conforms to the modem municipal methods. 

An increase in the tax rate for future years must be expected if honest 
estimates are made. Such increase can hardly be avoided. The annex- 
ation of new territory which must have adequate fire and police protection, 
the cleaning and repair of many additional miles of streets, the proper 
lighting of the new territory, all contribute to swell the budget without a 
present commensurate return in revenue. To the absolutely necessaiy 
expense must be added the Sinking Fund and interest charges on loans 
to be made for contemplated improvements. 

While in all expenditures of public moneys, there should be no par- 
simony lest the efficiency of the public service should be crippled, these 
expenditures should be so made that every item, large and small, should 
"take the character of perfect solidity and economy, of utility pure and 
simple**. Needful work should be well done; needless work and ineffectual 
workers should be rigorously eliminated. 

An investigation made toward the close of the year showed that in 

many instances the City was not receiving the quality of goods for which 
payment was being made, thus demonstrating veiy clearly the necessity for 
the creation of a purchasing agency or bureau. Many cities have intro- 
duced this feature with good results. 

A fair comparison of revenues and expenditures is hardly possible at 
this time, as the greater city has only been in existence one year.
